Today^s  Game

The  Clemson  football  class  of  '81  will 
attempt  to  close  its  chapter  on  Tiger 
football  just  as  it  began  when  Danny 
Ford's  team  attempts  to  capture  beyond 
mathematical  dou  bt,  the  ACC  champion- 
ship with  a  victory  over  Maryland  this 
afternoon.  As  yearlings  on  the  1978 
Clemson  team,  many  of  this  year's  crop 
of  seniors  traveled  to  College  Park,  MD, 
foroneof  the  greatest  showdowns  in  ACC 
history  (for  more  on  this  game  see  page 
100).  Clemson  came  back  with  a  28-24 
victory  and  its  first  ACC  title  in  1 1  years. 

And  now,  four  days  short  of  four  years 
later,  the  Tigers  can  do  it  again  with  a 
victory  over  Maryland.  It  would  be  fitting 
for  this  class  to  close  its  final  home  game 
with  an  ACC  title,  because  the  ac- 
complishments of  Clemson  football 
under  this  regime  are  unparalleled. 
Steve  Fuller  and  company,  Charlie  Wat- 
ers and  his  group,  and  many  other  cur- 
rent pro  stars  did  not  experience  this 
degree  of  team  success  during  their 
eras. 

This  class  has  an  overall  record  of  34- 
10  heading  into  its  final  two  weeks  of  play 
and  that  is  already  an  all-time  record  for 
most  wins  by  a  class.  The  class  of  1980 
registered  33  victories  during  its  time,  so 
thiscrop  hasalready  eclipsed  that  mark. 
Hopefully,  this  group  still  has  three  victo- 
ries left  in  them. 

"This  is  probably  the  best  group  of 
seniors  I  have  ever  worked  with,"  said 
Clemson  Head  Coach  Danny  Ford. 
"Leadership  has  been  one  of  the  reasons 
for  our  success  this  year  and  I  know  it  is 
the  major  difference  between  this  team 
and  the  1980  squad.  These  19  seniors 
have  been  dedicated  to  one  team  goal  all 
season  and  that  has  been  the  key.  Their 
attitude  has  drifted  down  to  the  rest  of 
the  squad  and  that  is  probably  why  we 
are  9-0." 


But,  of  course  a  successful  team 
needs  talent  in  addition  to  heart  and 
maturity.  In  Jeff  Davis  and  Perry  Tuttle, 
Clemson  has  seen  two  of  the  finest  play- 
ers in  Tiger  history.  Coming  into  today's 
game  Tuttle  is  already  Clemson's  career 
leader  in  reception  yardage  and  he  needs 
only  eight  more  catches  to  establish  the 
career  mark  for  most  receptions.  His 
roommate,  Jeff  Davis,  has  been  the 
leader  of  the  Clemson  defense  for  the 
last  two  seasons  and  his  424  tackles  over 
the  last  four  seasons  speak  well  of  his 
contributions  for  his  entire  career.  Both 
Tuttle  and  Davis  will  receive  countless 
votes  for  various  Al  l-America  teams  when 
this  season  concludes. 

The  Tigers  have  dominated  teams  in 
the  trenches  this  season  and  the  per- 
formance of  Ford's  offensive  line  has 
been  outstanding.  Four  of  the  five 
starters  in  the  interior  of  the  line  are 
seniors  who  will  have  earned  12  varsity 
letters  by  the  time  this  season  has  con- 
cluded. Tackle  Lee  Nanney  is  the  leader 
of  the  crew  and  is  a  legitimate  All- 
America  candidate.  He  has  graded  the 
highest  of  any  offensive  lineman  at 
Clemson  over  the  last  four  years  and  is  a 
returning  member  of  the  all-conference 
team. 

Center  Tony  Berryhill,  guard  Brian 
Clark  and  tackle  Brad  Fisher  have 
opened  holes  that  even  Danny  Ford 
could  use  to  gain  five  yards  a  carry.  All 
three  have  been  selected  as  either  state 
or  ACC  Lineman-of-t  he-Week  at  one  time 
of  another  this  season. 

A  sixth  senior  starter  on  offense  is 
Jerry  Gaillard.  In  three  years  as  a  wide 
receiver  in  Perry  Tuttle's  shadow  all 
Gaillard  hasdoneis  move  into  the  top  10 
in  career  receiving  at  Clemson.  He  had 
four  catches  last  week  in  the  big  win  at 
North  Carolina  to  lead  Clemson  in  that 
department  and  needs  only  11  more 
receptions  to  go  ahead  of  Joey  Walters, 


Bennie  Cunningham  and  Charlie  Waters. 
That  is  some  pretty  good  company  for 
that  "other"  wide  receiver. 

Defensively,  four  starters  will  be  play- 
ing in  their  final  contest  in  Tigertown. 
Jeff  Bryant  might  be  the  most  improved 
defensive  tackle  in  the  country  and  he 
has  been  a  major  reason  Clemson  has 
done  so  well  in  the  national  defensive 
statistics  this  year.  The  Atlanta,  GA, 
native  has  made  17  tackles  for  negative 
yardage  and  he  needs  only  four  more 
tackles  behind  the  line  of  scrimmage  to 
set  a  new  single-season  record.  Bill 
Smith  is  another  senior  on  the  front  five 
who  has  served  as  a  starter  and  depend- 
able reserve  this  season.  In  a  career 
plagued  by  trips  to  the  doctor,  Smith  has 
played  three  different  positions  over  his 
five  years  in  Tigertown. 

Two  more  senior  starters  are  in  the 
secondary  on  the  corners.  Roommates 
Hollis  Hall  and  Anthony  Rose  have  pa- 
trolled the  secondary  for  the  last  three 
years  and,  despite  their  size,  have  held 
their  own  with  anyone.  Hall  has  four 
interceptions  this  year  to  rank  second 
on  the  club,  while  Rose  has  two  thefts 
and  a  fumble  recovery,  a  very  important 
gain  at  North  Carolina  last  week. 

Eight  more  seniors  have  been  out- 
standingreservesoverthe  last  fouryears 
and,  despite  never  having  started  a  con- 
test, have  played  key  roles  in  Clemson's 
34  wins  since  1978.  Lockie  Brown  (PK 
from  Tucker,  GA),  Nick  Bowman  (LB, 
Crossville,  TN),  Randy  Cheek  (LB, 
Augusta,  GA),  Pete  Demery  (WR,  Kings- 
tree,  SO,  Mike  Gasque  (QB,  Elon  Col- 
lege, NO,  Cliff  McLellan  (LB,  Pendleton, 
SO,  Mike  Wake  (DE,  Greer,  SO  and  Scott 
Weeks  (OG,  Jackson,  SO  have  all  been 
responsible  for  Clemson's  success  and 
deserve  credit  for  the  rise  in  Tiger  foot- 
ball in  the  last  few  years. 

It  will  take  a  unified  effort  to  cap  their 
respective  careers  with  a  victory  over  the

Terrapins  because  Maryland  has  domi- 
nated the  contemporary  edition  of  this 
series.  In  fact,  Maryland  has  beaten 
Clemson  in  eight  of  the  last  nine  years, 
and  Jerry  Claiborne  has  won  four  straight 
over  Clemson  in  Death  Valley.  Nobody 
does  that! 

Oddsmakers  believe  the  Terrapins 
have  a  good  chance  for  an  upset  today 
because  Maryland  happens  to  be  sand- 
wichedaround  North  Carolina  and  South 
Carolina  on  the  Clemson  schedule.  That 
happened  last  year  and  Maryland  won 
34-9,  the  last  time  Clemson  has  suffered 
a  loss,  and  the  worst  defeat  Ford  has 
suffered  at  Clemson  since  taking  over  as 
the  head  man. 

So,  this  group  of  seniors  would  like  to 
forget  about  the  last  two  contests  with 
Maryland  (Clemson  was  shut  out  at 
home,  19-0,  in  1979),  but  an  ACC  cham- 
pionship clinching  victory  today,  just 
might  make  those  frustating  memories 
vanish  completely.

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The  Other  Side

Perry  Tuttle  has  gained  quite  a  bit  of 
notoriety  over  the  last  four  years.  His 
accomplishments  on  the  gridiron  have 
allowed  him  to  live  in  the  limelight.  One 
w/ould  believe  that  some  distinguished 
people  have  had  an  important  influence 
on  his  life  since  coming  to  Clemson  from 
Winston-Salem,  NC  in  1978.  But,  the 
articulate  Tuttle  is  quick  to  point  out  it  is 
not  a  famous  coach,  pro  scout  or  team- 
mate who  has  influenced  his  life  the 
most,  but  an  unintentional  incident  with 
a  10-year-old  boy. 

"One  day  in  the  off-season  during  my 
sophomore  year ,  I  was  sh  oppi  ng  i  n  a  store 
in  downtown  Clemson,"  said  Tuttle.  "I 
was  with  a  couple  of  friends  and  we  were 
kidding  each  other  about  something  un- 
related to  shopping.  During  the  conver- 
sation I  used  a  word  I  shouldn't  have,  but 
I  didn't  think  anyone  was  around  to  hear. 

"The  next  day  I  received  a  call  from  a 
woman  who  said  her  young  son  had  been 
using  a  word  during  the  day  that  she  did 
not  like.  Her  son  said  hethought  it  wasall 
right  to  use  because  he  had  heard  Perry 
Tuttle  use  it  when  he  was  talking  to  his 
friends  in  a  store. 

"That  made  me  feel  bad  and  I  apolo- 
gized to  the  mother.  When  I  hung  up  the 
phone  I  did  some  thinking  about  the 
impact  an  athlete  can  have  on  young 
people  or  the  public  in  general.  It  had 
never  really  occurred  to  me  before,  but  I 
obviously  was  being  looked  up  to  by  this 
young  boy." 

The  incident  made  Tuttle  realize  his 
possible  effect  on  people,  especially 
those  in  the  formative  years.  "Since  that 
experience  I  have  tried  to  act  with  re- 
sponsibility. I  don't  say  this  with  a  big 
head,  but  kids  look  up  tofootball  players 
or  any  athletes  and  the  athlete  in  turn  has 
a  responsibility  to  set  a  good  example. 
This  occurrence  really  hit  home  to  me,  so 
since  then  I  have  been  more  careful.  I 
concentrate  on  setting  a  good  example 
for  people  and  my  teammates  and  this 
has  made  me  a  better  person.  When  I 
leave  Clemson  I  want  to  be  remembered 
as  an  Ail-American  off  the  field. 

"When  my  parents  were  growing  up, 
they  had  sports  stars  or  movie  stars  to 
look  up  to.  That  is  important  when  you 
are  growing  up,  you  need  to  have  some 
guidance.  Today,  the  amount  of  people 
we  have  to  look  up  to  has  declined.  It 
almost  seems  like  the  only  heroes  left  are 
those  in  cartoons,  like  Superman  or  some 
other  character.  Not  having  human 
heroes  is  dangerous,  so  if  I  can  be  a  hero 
to  some  person  and  set  a  good  example 
it  makes  me  feel  good." 

There  have  been  other  maturing  expe- 
riences at  Clemson  for  Perry  Tuttle,  who 
is  playing  his  final  game  in  Death  Valley 
today.  During  his  career  he  has  grown 


with  the  experiences  the  Tiger  football 
team  has  encountered,  something  that 
is  an  education  in  itself. 

"When  I  first  came  to  Clemson  we 
went  11-1  and  everything  came  easy. 
My  second  year  we  went  to  another 
bowl  game  and  things  were  going  great 
again.  But,  last  year  we  lost  our  unity  and 
fell  to  6-5  and  had  internal  problems. 
There  were  no  major  problems,  but  when 
you  are  losing,  things  get  blown  out  of 
proportion. 

"But  as  I  look  back  on  the  whole 
situation,  it  was  good  for  me  and  every- 
one else  because  we  grew  up.  We  were  a 
young  team  last  year  that  had  to  go 
through  every  growing  pain  imaginable. 
But,  we  overcame  the  adversity  and 
when  we  started  this  year  we  were  a 
unified  team.  We  learned  a  lot  about 
dealingwith  each  other  in  1980and  it  has 
made  team  leadership  a  lot  easier  in 
1981." 

This  1981  season  will  be  Perry  Tuttle's 
last  at  Clemson.  It  has  been  a  rewarding 
and  record-setting  career  as  he  closes  in 
on  nearly  all  of  Jerry  Butler's  career 
records.  While  he  will  leave  Clemson  as 
one  of  its  most  decorated  offensive  play- 
ers of  all-time,  Tuttle  will  bring  some- 
thing else  with  him  that  is  far  more 
important.  "I  will  have  fond  memories  of 
Clemson  because  of  its  people.  When  I 
visited  Clemson  in  1977,  I  came  for  the 
Notre  Dame  game  in  Death  Valley.  The 
Tiger  spirit  that  day  was  great,  I  don't 
think  we  sat  down  the  entire  game.  Notre 
Dame  came  back  in  the  end  to  win  the 
game,  but  the  Clemson  fans  were  behind 
theteam  the  whole  time  and  continued  to 
be  even  after  the  loss. 

"That  impressed  me  and  that  feeling 
carries  over  to  the  student  body  and  the 
administrators.  You  just  have  a  good 
feeling  about  the  people  here." 


When  Tuttle  departs  Clemson  at  the 
end  of  thisseason,  mostfeela  pro  career 
awaits  the  elusive  wide  receiver.  But,  if 
that  does  not  develop,  it  will  not  be  the 
end  of  the  world.  "I  won't  be  one  to  wait 
around  all  summer  hoping  for  a  shot  at 
the  pros.  I  want  to  try  to  make  it  in  the 
NFL,  but  if  it  does  not  work  out,  it  won't 
bother  me. 

"If  I  had  not  received  a  scholarship  to 
college,  I  probably  wouldn't  have  gone 
because  our  family  just  didn't  have  the 
money  to  send  me.  So,  I  appreciate  the 
value  of  the  free  education  Clemson  is 
giving  me.  I'll  have  only  one  more  semes- 
tertogoafter  thisspringand  I  know  I  can 
make  it  in  another  field." 

And,  unlike  many  athletes  or  ex- 
athletes,  Tuttle  does  not  want  to  have  an 
occupation  related  to  athletics.  "I  have 
been  playing  football  since  I  was  in  the 
fourth  grade,"  continued  Clemson's  All- 
America  hopeful,  "and  I  will  want  to  try 
another  field  when  my  career  is  over.  It 
will  be  time  to  move  on  to  greener  pas- 
tures. I'll  never  be  a  coach,  that  is  the  last 
thing  on  earth  I  will  get  into." 

So,  whatfield  interests  theadministra- 
tive  management  major?  "I  would  like  to 
work  for  a  big  corporation  in  sales  be- 
cause I  enjoy  dealing  with  people.  I  like 
the  magnitude  of  the  major  corporations 
and  would  enjoy  traveling." 

Perry  Tuttle  is  an  ebullient  young  man 
who  is  multidimensional.  He  won't  have 
to  rely  on  professional  football  to  be 
successful,  although  that  probably  will 
be  his  profession  for  the  next  few 
years.  But,  no  matter  what  course  his  life 
takes,  he  undoubtedly  will  have  a  pos- 
itive influence  on  anyone  he  meets, 
just  as  a  young  man  influenced  him 
in  an  innocent  setting  in  Clemson  two 
years  ago.

Tigers  Honor

The  ninth  annual  induction  ceremo- 
nies for  the  Clemson  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  wi  II  be  held  today  at  halftime  as  f  ive 
athletes,  one  coach  and  one  administra- 
tor will  join  the  elitegroup  of  48  members 
already  enshrined. 

The  1981  inductees  include  basket- 
ball standout  Larry  "Choppy"  Patterson 
and  football  stars  Charlie  Waters,  Joe 
Net  Berry,  R.  G.  Hamilton  and  Harvey 
White.  In  addition,  Dr.  Lee  Milford  and 
Coach  John  Heisman  will  be  inducted. 

Choppy  Patterson  was  a  master  of  the 
two-hand  overhead  set  shot  and  he  used 
that  shot  to  earn  a  spot  on  the  1960  All- 
ACC  team.  He  was  voted  second-team 
all-league  in  1961  and  was  also  a  member 
of  the  second-team  Al  l-ACC  Tournament 
team  that  year. 

Patterson  was  the  leading  scorer  and 
free  throw  shooter  for  Press  Maravich's 
team  in  1959-60  and  1960-61.  He  suf- 
fered an  injury  in  an  auto  accident  in 
1961  that  forced  him  to  miss  the  1961- 
62  season  and  his  scoring  dropped  in  his 
final  season,  1962-63.  But,  he  still  ranks 
in  the  top  five  in  eight  Clemson  catego- 
ries. The  present  lawyer  now  residing  in 
Greenville,  SC,  averaged  19  points  per 
game  in  his  career. 

During  most  of  his  football  career, 
Charlie  Waters  has  either  thrown, 
caught,  or  intercepted  passes.  The 
present  Dallas  Cowboys  star  arrived  in 
Tigertown  as  a  quarterback,  but  was 
switched  to  wide  receiver  for  his  final  15 
games.  As  a  Cowboy  for  1 1  years.  Waters 
has  intercepted  40  passes.  He  still  holds 
the  NFL  record  for  playoff  game  inter- 
ceptions with  nine  and  has  been  All-Pro 
twice  (1977  and  1978). 

At  Clemson,  theresident  of  Dallas  was 
an  AII-ACC  choice  at  wide  receiver  in  his 
senior  season  and  played  in  the  College 
All-Star  game  in  Chicago.  He  once 
caught  10  passes  for  144  yards  in  a  game 
against  Alabama,  the  second  best  single 
game  total  in  Clemson  history. 

Net  Berry  is  a  Hall  of  Fame  selection 
from  the  1935  to  1944  era.  Berry  was 
captain  of  Jess  Neely's  (another  Hall  of 
Famer  at  Clemson)  1936  team.  A  starting 
tailbackin  1935and  1936,  Berry  wasthe 
leading  rusher  in  1935  when  he  carried 
99  times  for  457  yards.  He  was  also  the 
leading  passer  that  season  when  he 
completed  42  of  72  passes  for  422 
yards.  A  native  of  Union,  SC,  he  was 
an  honorable  mention  All -America 
selection  that  year. 

For  the  past  10  years,  the  R.  G. 
Hamilton  Award  has  been  presented 
to  the  most  valuable  player  of  the  Clem- 
son football  team.  Few  people  know 
who  this  award  is  named  for,  but 
today  Mr.  Hamilton  is  finally  getting 


some  recognition. 

Hamilton  was  a  starting  right  halfback 
for  Clemson  on  the  Tigers'  first  football 
squad  in  1896.  He  also  was  the  first 
captain  Clemson  ever  had.  Obviously 
there  are  no  records  of  his  play,  but  many 
newspaper  accounts  document  his  fine 
performance  and  determination. 

Harvey  White  quarterbacked  the  Tigers 
to  two  bowl  games  (in  the  late  1950s),  a 
statement  on  ly  a  couple  of  Clemson  play- 
ers can  make.  The  resident  of  Charlotte, 
NC,  still  ranks  high  in  the  Clemson  rec- 
ords books  as  he  is  sixth  in  passing  and 
ninth  in  career  total  offense. 

White  was  equally  proficient  in  the 
classroom  as  he  was  voted  to  the  Aca- 
demic AII-ACC  team  in  1958  and  1959. 
He  also  was  co-captain  of  the  1959 
squad,  his  senior  season. 

Dr.  Lee  Milford  is  oneof  today's  special 
inductees.  Milford  wasa  rarity  in  collegi- 
ate administration  as  he  served  as  both 
team  physician  and  Chairman  of  Clem- 
son's  Athletic  Council  at  the  same  time. 


He  was  team  physician  for  nearly  30 
years  and  served  as  Athletic  Council 
Chairman  for  1930  to  1954. 

Theseventh  member  inducted  intothe 
Clemson  Hall  of  Fame  is  probably  the 
most  famous  college  football  figure  in  its 
annals.  John  Heisman  coached  at  Clem- 
son from  1900  to  1903  and  won  19 
games,  while  losing  three  and  tying  two. 
He  had  many  famous  innovations, 
including  legalizing  the  forward  pass, 
instituting  the  center  snap  and  many 
other  developments.  He  is  the  man  the 
New  York  Downtown  Athletic  Club 
named  the  Heisman  Trophy  after,  the 
famous  award  given  to  the  best  college 
football  player  in  America. 

At  Clemson,  Heisman  coached  the 
school's  first  undefeated  and  untied 
team  when  he  led  the  1900  team  to  a  6-0 
record.  That  team  outscored  its  oppo- 
nents 164-10.  Heisman  also  was  the 
first  Clemson  coach  to  beat  Georgia 
and  Georgia  Tech  in  the  same  season 
(1902).

banny  Ford 


Danny  Ford  is  the  youngest  third- 
year  coach  in  Division  I  of  the  NCAA, 
but  the  33-year-old  Gadsden,  Ala- 
bama native  has  been  associated 
with  more  winning  teams  and  pro- 
grams than  many  coaches  come  in 
contact  with  in  a  lifetime.  Including 
his  years  as  a  player  at  Alabama 
under  Bear  Bryant,  Ford  has  been 
associated  with  college  football  for 
the  last  14  years.  Thirteen  of  those 
clubs  have  had  winning  records  and 
10  have  gone  to  bowl  games.  Addi- 
tionally, the  14  teams  have  had  a 
record  of  111-47-3,  a  .700  winning 
percentage. 

Ford  has  brought  this  winning  at- 
titude to  Clemson  University.  Now  in 
his  third  full  season  as  head  coach, 
Ford  has  led  the  Tigers  to  a  15-9 
record  and  a  pair  of  bowl  games 
since  taking  over  on  December  10, 
1978.  That  was  a  fine  day  in  Clemson 
athletics  because  the  University  an- 
nounced Charley  Pell  had  relin- 
quishedthe  headcoachingdutiesof 
the  1978  Gator  Bowl  to  Ford.  Nearly 
40  years  after  hiring  31-year-old 
Frank  Howard,  Clemson  had  hired 
another  gifted  31-year-old  to  lead 
the  Tiger  forces  on  the  gridiron. 

Ford  conquered  all  kinds  of  ad- 
versity in  leading  the  Tigers  to  a  na- 
tionally televised  17-15  triumph 
over  the  perennial  power  Ohio 
State  in  the  Gator  Bowl  in  his  very 
first  game  as  head  coach.  Few  men- 
tors in  NCAA  history  have  made 
such  a  celebrated  and  successful 
beginning. 

But  Ford  did  not  rest  on  his  laurels 
after  that  landmark  win  over  the 
Buckeyes.  In  the  last  two  years  the 
Tigers  have  won  14  games,  (includ- 
ing wins  over  nationally  ranked 
teams  from  Georgia,  Notre  Dame 
and  South  Carolina)  gone  to  a  bowl 
game,  nearly  upset  the  National 
Champion  and  set  countless  Clem- 
son records. 

With  this  list  of  accomplishments 
it  is  little  wonder  that  the  Student 
Affairs  Committee  of  the  Clemson 
Board  of  Trustees  only  considered 
onenameas Pell'ssuccessor.  Danny 
Ford  not  only  had  the  backing  of 
Pell,  but  also  from  the  members  of 
the  Clemson  football  team.  He  was 
then  Assistant  Head  Coach  and  of- 
fensive line  coach  of  the  Tigers. 


After  two  meetings  between  Ford 
and  the  committee  on  the  morning 
of  December  5,  1978,  it  was  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  commit- 
tee that  Ford  should  be  named 
Clemson's  21st  head  coach. 

Ford  began  his  association  with 
college  football  in  1967  when  he 
started  for  Bear  Bryant  at  Alabama 
as  Ken  Stabler's  sophomore  tight 
end.  He  played  three  years  for 
Bryant,  (including  three  wins 
against  the  Tigers)  and  was  an  All- 
Southeastern  Conference  choice, 
All-SEC  academic  selection  and 
team  captain  during  his  senior 
season. 

After  receiving  his  B.S.  degree  in 
industrial  arts  in  1970,  Ford  re- 
mained at  Alabama  as  a  graduate 
assistant  for  the  1970  and  1971 
seasons.  Upon  earning  a  master's 
degree  in  special  education  in  1971, 
he  was  made  a  full-time  assistant 
under  Bryant  for  the  1972  and  1973 


seasons.  The  Tide  went  to  four  more 
post-season  games  while  Ford  was 
on  Bryant's  staff. 

Clemson's  current  head  man 
then  accepted  a  position  as  an  as- 
sistant coach  on  Jimmy  Sharpe's 
staff  at  Virginia  Tech.  He  remained 
in  Blacksburg  for  three  seasons 
(1974  to  1976),  before  he  was 
beckoned  to  Clemson  by  Charley 
Pell,  who  had  just  been  named  the 
Tiger's  head  coach.  Pell  and  Ford 
had  served  together  on  the  VPI 
staff  for  two  seasons. 

And  only  23  games  later,  Ford 
became  head  coach  of  the  Tigers  at 
age  31,  the  youngest  Division  I  head 
coach  in  the  country.  This  season 
his  Clemson  team  has  17  starters 
returning,  including  all  11  off  an  ex- 
citing offense.  Based  on  his  past 
track  record,  Clemson  football 
should  continue  to  reach  previously 
unattainable  heights.

The  1980-81  academic  year  marked 
the  fifth  consecutive  season  that 
Clemson's  all-around  sports  program 
had  been  ranked  in  the  top  25  in  the 
nation.  Twice  during  that  half  a  decade 
Clemson's  sports  program  has  been 
rated  in  the  top  five  in  the  country  in  the 
Knoxville  Journal's  All-Sports  Poll. 
Without  a  doubt,  the  work  of  Athletic 
Director  Bill  McLellan  and  his  dedicated 
corps  of  coaches  and  administrators  is 
the  major  reason  for  this  consistent  ap- 
pearance in  the  national  limelight. 

McLellan  is  the  man  most  responsible. 
He  has  endured  countless  hours  to  im- 
prove every  phase  of  the  athletic  pro- 
gram in  Tigertown.  Under  his  direction 
Clemson  has  built  one  of  the  finest  all- 
around  athletic  facilities  in  the  nation. 
During  his  tenure  the  Tigers  have  chris- 
tened the  Frank  Johnstone  Jervey 
Athletic  Center,  possible  the  most  mod- 
ern and  complete  complex  under  one 
rood,  increased  the  permanent  seating 
capacity  of  Clemson  Memorial  Stadium 


from  43,451  to  53,306,  opened  a  beauti- 
ful swimming  facility,  which  will  be  the 
site  of  the  ACC  meet  this  year,  con- 
structed a  nine-lane  all-weather  track, 
and  built  a  new  soccer  facility. 

While  he  has  erected  an  athletic  pow- 
erhouse on  the  varsity  level,  McLellan 
has  also  developed  a  solid  intramural 
program  for  the  student  body  which 
attracts  thousands  of  participants  every 
year.  That's  why  Bill  McLellan  is  recog- 
nized as  a  total  athletic  director. 

Only  the  third  man  to  own  the  title  in 
the  last  50  years,  McLellan  assumed  his 
present  position  February  4,  1971  and 
since  that  date  has  directed  Clemson  to 
its  greatest  decade  of  athletic  promi- 
nence. In  the  last  five  yearsClemson  had 
more  All-Americans  than  in  any  other 
five-year  period  in  Clemson  history. 

An  examination  of  Mclellan's  expe- 
rience in  athletics  explains  why  Clemson 
has  been  so  successful  under  his  direc- 
tion. A  native  of  Hamer,  SC,  the  49-year- 
old  McLellan  was  a  two-time  football 


letterman  fortheTigersand  a  memberof 
Clemson's  1952  Gator  Bowl  team.  He 
received  his  B.S.  degree  from  Clemson  in 
1954  and  his  M.S.  two  years  later. 

After  joining  the  athletic  staff  in  1958 
he  spent  more  than  a  decade  with  the 
Tigers  as  an  Assistant  Football  Coach, 
Assistant  Business  Manager,  Assistant 
Athletic  Director,  and  Associate  Athletic 
Director,  before  his  appointment  to  his 
current  position. 

But  McLellan  will  be  the  first  man  to 
say  that  many  knowledgeable  people  are 
needed  to  run  an  efficient  and  success- 
ful athletic  department.  Assistant 
Athletic  Director  Bobby  Robinson  is  the 
catalyst  of  McLellan's  groupof  responsi- 
ble aides. 

Assistanttothe  Athletic  Director  Earle 
Ambrose;  Joe  Turner,  Executive  Director 
of  Clemson's  very  successful  IPTAY 
Club;  and  Sports  Promotion  Director  Alli- 
son Dalton  are  major  reasons  Clemson's 
athletic  administration  is  among  the 
best  in  the  country.

Number  One.  There's  magic  in 
those  two  words.  Every  team  battles 
for  the  privilege  to  be  called  number 
one,  to  be  recognized  as  the  best. 
The  road  to  the  top  is  long  and  rocky 
and  of  those  teams  that  become 
number  one,  few  remain  so  for 
very  long. 

But,  one  Clemson  team  is  defying 
the  odds  as  it  celebrates  its  third 
consecutive  year  as  number  one  in 
the  nation.  IPTAY,  Clemson's 
athletic  scholarship  fund-raising 
organization,  experienced  in  fiscal 
year  1981  the  most  successful  year 
of  any  collegiate  athletic  scholar- 
ship fund-raising  group  in  history. 

IPTAY  enjoyed  its  17th  consecu- 
tive record-setting  year  in  1981, 
with  total  money  raised  cresting  the 
three  million  dollar  mark.  Twenty- 
thousand  members  strong,  IPTAY  is 
accustomed  to  success,  having 
raised  almost  18  million  dollars  for 
Clemson  in  the  last  forty-seven 
years.  What's  the  key  to  IPTAY's 
phenomenal  success? 

"Without  a  doubt,  Clemson 
people  have  made  IPTAY  the  best," 
says  Joseph  J.  Turner,  Jr.,  IPTAY's 
Executive  Secretary.  "Our  IPTAY 
representatives  are  people  from 
across  the  state  and  the  Southeast 
who  love  Clemson  University  and 
who  want  to  help  Clemson  in  any 
way.  These  folks  spend  a  lot  of  their 
time  arranging  meetings  and  visiting 
other  Clemson  supporters.  They're 
the  ones  who  keep  IPTAY  head  and 
shoulders  above  the  rest." 

IPTAY  officers  like  President 
John  Timmerman,  Vice  President 
Bill  Reaves  and  Secretary-Treas- 
urer Lawrence  Starkey,  Jr., 
provide  sound  leadership  for  the 
organization. 

"IPTAY's  officers  and  board  of 
directors  provide  the  guidance  and 
judgment  necessary  to  administer  a 
successful  program.

Good  ideas  were  the  basis  for 
IPTAY's  creation  forty-seven  years 
ago.  Dr.  Rupert  Fike  and  eight  other 
Clemson  men  met  in  Pike's  Atlanta 
home  in  August,  1934  and  founded 


the  l-Pay-Ten-A-Year  Club.  Ori- 
ginally, IPTAY  was  a  secret  society, 
complete  with  mystic  words  and 
ritualistic  ceremonies.  Member- 
ship was  by  invitation  only. 

All  that's  changed  now,  but  one 
thingthat  hasn't  changed  is  IPTAY's 
purpose:  to  provide  athletic  scholar- 
ships  for  Clemson's  student- 
athletes.  In  the  1980-81  academic 
year,  IPTAY  provided  more  than  one 
million  dollars  in  scholarships  for 
405  athletes  in  19  varsity  sports. 

IPTAY's  tremendous  success  has 
made  it  possibleforthe organization 
to  aid  the  athletic  department  and 
the  university  in  many  ways.  In 
1978,  IPTAY  provided  funds  for  new 
uniforms  for  the  Tiger  Band.  The 
band  has  received  $130,000  from 
IPTAY  in  the  last  two  years  to  supple- 
ment itstravel  budget.

Morethan  $300, OOOwas  provided 
by  IPTAY  for  improvements  to 
Memorial  Stadium  last  year.  New 
stadium  graphics,  a  modern  sound 
system  and  two  new  scoreboards 
help  make  Death  Valley  one  of  the 
finest  stadiums  in  the  Southeast. 

The  needs  of  students  are  also 
recognized  by  IPTAY.  The  organiza- 
tion makes  academic  tutoring 
available  to  all  student-athletes  at 
no  charge.  IPTAY  also  has  contrib- 
uted a  $125,000  seed  grant  to  begin 
planning  for  a  Fine  Arts  Center  to  be 
used  by  all  members  of  the  univer- 
sity community.  Forty  thousand  dol- 
lars has  been  contributed  by  IPTAY 
for  partial  fundingof  a  master  trans- 
portation plan  for  the  University. 

"Our  commitment  is  to  Clemson 
and  Clemson  students,"  says 
Turner.  "IPTAY  is  doing  several 
things  to  make  Clemson  athletics 
stronger  and  to  benefit  the  univer- 
sity as  a  whole." 

With  20,000  Clemson  people  ded- 
icated to  these  twin  goals,  IPTAY 
can't  help  but  stay  number  one.

Mix 
well.  Fill  shells  (squash  mixture  will  be  thin).  Sprinkle  with 
reserved  stuffing.  Bake  at  400  degrees  F.  for  25  to  30  minutes  or 
till  lightly  browned.  Serves  6.

Tools  for 
communicating,  for  living  with 
decreased  fossil  fuels,  for  mak- 
ing industry  and  agriculture 
more  productive. 

Clemson  is  deeply  involved  in 
what  is  probably  the  nation's 
most  critical  problem  —  the  lack 
of  a  dependable,  renewable 
source  of  energy.  In  1981,  fac- 
ulty and  student  research  proj- 
ects will  explore  creating  syn- 
thetic fuels  from  farm  and 
forestry  products,  perfecting 
the  solar  energy  cell,  developing 


economical  conservation 
methods  for  the  state's  textile 
plants  and  building  a  moder- 
ately-priced home  heated  with  a 
completely  passive  solar  system. 

Today's  students  realize  com- 
puters will  soon  be  as  much  a 
part  of  life  as  television.  They're 
learning  to  build  the  sophisti- 
cated circuits  and  design  the 
complex  programs  that  will  be 
required  for  home  use. 

Through  the  Cooperative  Ex- 
tension Service  and  S.C.  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station, 
Clemson  is  helping  today's 
and  training  tomorrow's  food 
producers. 

Agents  in  46  counties  give  the 
public  access  to  experts  in  every 
area  of  agri-business,  home 
economics  and  consumer 


affairs.  Experiment  Station

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Tigers  In  The  Pros

There  is  a  certain  addiction  toClemson 
football  that  almost  leaves  its  fans  intoxi- 
cated with  a  euphoria  that  requires  an 
easy  let  down  period.  What  does  the 
Clemson  fan  do  for  the  case  of  with- 
drawals he  suffers  from  on  Sunday  after- 
noon? Why,  pro  football  of  course,  and 
with  the  recent  influx  of  Tiger  alums  into 
the  ranks,  Clemson  football  fans  can 
handle  their  withdrawal  period  without 
much  problem. 

Before  1978,  Clemson  had  only  seven 
players  active  in  the  Professional  Foot- 
ball League,  but  since  the  1978  draft 
more  and  more  Tiger  alums  have  become 
scattered  among  the  National  Football 
League  as  well  as  the  Canadian  clubs. 
The  1978  draft  found  12of  Clemson's  19 
graduating  seniors  entering  the  pro 
leagues,  several  were  first  round  choices 
as  well  as  the  free  agents.  Since  then,  an 
average  of  six  players  a  year  have  been 
taken  through  the  draft  and  currently  15 
Tigers  remain  active  (13  in  the  NFL  and 
two  in  Canada). 

What  has  Clemson  done  to  prepare 
theseTigers?

Clemson  supporters  owe  a  great 
amount  of  gratitude  to  the  late  Clarence 
Gaillard,  a  longtime  IPTAY  member  from 
Seneca,  South  Carolina.  Through  his 
constant  badgering  of  former  Head 
Coach  Charley  Pell,  the  Tigers  have  his 
nephew  as  a  starting  wide  receiver  on 
their  number-two  ranked  team.  Three- 
yearstarter  Jerry  Gaillard  might  not  have 
come  to  Clemson  had  it  not  been  for  his 
persistent  uncle  who  sent  Pell  clippings, 
statistics  and  everything  he  could  get  his 
hands  on  about  the  6-0  Yuma,  Arizona 
product.  Pell  finally  saw  some  film  and 
decided  the  Clemson  program  could  use 
Clarence's  nephew. 

Thank  goodness  for  the  elder 
Gaillard's  pestering  because  the  21- 
year-old  "Army  brat"  now  ranks  ninth  on 
the  all-time  Clemson  career  receiving 
list.  He  stands  behind  some  fine  com- 
pany in  Pittsburgh  Steeler  Bennie  Cun- 
ningham, Dallas  Cowboy  star  Charlie 
Waters,  Saskatchewan  Roughrider  Joey 
Walters  (the  Canadian  Football  League's 
leading  receiver)  and  Buffalo  Bill  Jerry 
Butler.  And  this  does  not  include  team- 
mate. Perry  Tuttle,  who  just  surpassed 
Butler's  all-time  receiving  yardage  rec- 
ord with  2,225  yards. 

The  combination  of  Gaillard  and  Tuttle 
has  caught  191  passes  between  them, 
which  is  more  than  any  pass-catching 
duo  in  Clemson  history.  The  two  have 
worked  well  together  as  starters  for  three 
years  and  Gaillard's  compatriot  will  be 
the  first  to  document  Gaillard's  ability. 

"Jerry  has  as  much  ability  as  anyone 
and  he  will  get  a  solid  chance  in  the  pros, 
just  like  Dwight  Clark  has  gotten,"  said 
Tuttle.  "I've  hada  lot  more  passesthrown 
my  way  over  the  last  three  years  and 
that's  why  I  have  better  stats  and  have 
set  more  records.  But  Jerry  runs  great 
routes,  has  good  hands  and  I  think  he'll 
have  a  great  shot  of  making  it  in  pro  ball." 

The  obvious  comparison  between  the 
lean  Gaillard  and  Tuttle  is  the  "Dwight 
Clark-Jerry  Butler"  syndrome  all  over 
again.  Clark  tackled  the  problem  with 
this  philosophy,  "Your  self-satisfaction 
comes  through  your  participation  and 
total  team  effort.  As  long  as  you  know 
you're  doing  your  part,  everything  always 
works  out." 

Gaillard  agrees  with  Clark's  attitude 
and  uses  the  present  pro  star's  expe- 
riences as  motivation. 

"Dwight  and  I  are  probably  very  much 
alike.  His  entire  career  here  wasn't 
flashy,  but  he  went  pro  and  now  he's 
second  in  the  NFL  in  receptions.  It  gives 
hope  for  other  people  that  don't  get  a  lot 
of  publicity  and  perhaps  can  make  it.  It 
happens  all  the  time." 

Thus  far  during  his  career,  Gaillard  has 
caught  21  more  passes  than  the  San 


Francisco  49er  Clark  did  in  his  career  in 
Tigertown.  Clark  had  33  receptions  for 
571  yards,  while  Gaillard  is  already  at  the 
58  reception  mark  with  758  yards. 

Denver  Bronco  scout  Lyde  Huggins 
said  that  a  lot  of  guys  are  overlooked  by 
some  people,  but  that  Gaillard  shows 
great  potential  as  a  pro  player,  "He's  got 
great  hands  and  runs  the  precision 
routes  well.  He  has  a  great  awareness  of 
defensive  players." 

His  own  coach,  Lawson  Holland, 
echoed  the  scouts  sentiments,  "Jerry  is 
aggressiveand  just  plain  mentally  tough. 
His  biggest  asset  is  that  he  has  a  great 
football  instinct.  It  is  like  having  another 
coach  on  the  field." 

Perhaps  it  is  Gaillard's  positive  atti- 
tude that  strengthens  the  Anderson- 
born  native's  determination. 

"A  lot  of  coaches  look  at  size  and 
think  because  someone  is  bigger,  they 
can  play  better.  But  that's  not  always 
true.  I  think  if  the  desire  in  your  heart  is 
right,  you  can  do  just  as  good  a  job  as 
anybody." 

His  belief  is  apparent  in  the  case  of  his 
recent  knee  injury.  Gaillard  was  hurt  in 
the  Tulane  game  and  the  injury  was 
supposed  to  have  taken  4-6  weeks  to 
heal.  But  Jerry  Gaillard  could  not  accept 
that. 

"Inallmy years offootball,  I  had  never 
seriously  been  injured.  When  I  hurt  my 
knee,  I  didn't  think  it  was  major  until  I 
woke  up  the  next  morning  and  couldn't 
move  it.  Perhaps,  I'm  more  determined 
because  of  it  as  I  want  to  make  up  for  the 
games  I  missed  (Georgia,  Kentucky). 

Administrative  Assistant  Don  Denning 
documents  his  determination,  "He's  got 


'stickability'  which  is  the  ability  to  stick 
with  whatever  the  case  may  be.  In  this 
case,  it  was  his  knee  injury." 

Head  Coach  Danny  Ford  calls  him  "a 
dependable  person  and  leader"  and  Hol- 
land calls  him,  "an  inspirational  player." 
To  friends,  he's  known  as  "Smokey" 
because  he,  "runs  like  a  cloud  of 
smoke." 

"Roadrunner"  would  probably  be  a 
more  appropriate  name  for  the  180- 
pound  senior.  With  his  father  in  the 
Army,  Gaillard  has  lived  in  nine  different 
homes.  The  roster  includes  Kentucky, 
Texas,  Virginia,  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Louisiana,  Arizona,  Los  Angeles  and 
South  America. 

"Before  I  went  to  the  Panama  Canal,  I 
was  going  into  the  eighth  grade.  I  was 
pretty  naive.  I  thought  I  would  have  to 
swi  ng  on  vines  togotoschool,  but  Ifound 
out  it  wasn't  like  that  at  all.

"When  I  was  thinking  about  colleges,  I 
thought  about  all  the  places  I  had  lived 
before.  I  wanted  some  place  that  I  could 
feel  some  roots."

What's  News 


He  sees  the  game 
through  a  camera's  eye

"It's  a  jungle  down  there  on  the 
sidelines."  Vince  Ducker  didn't  say 
that,  but  he  could  have.  Ducker 
shoots  color  film  of  Clemson  football 
and  basketball,  and  his  camera  work 
is  seen  Sunday  afternoons  on 
WFBC's  Danny  Ford  and  Bill  Foster 
shows. 

Ducker  is  one  of  many  unsung 
heroes  who  helps  make  Clemson 
athletics  an  exciting  South  Carolina 
tradition.  But  success  has  its  price. 

Strapped  to  30  pounds  of  equip- 
ment, one  eye  in  the  camera  and  the 
other  watching  action  downfield, 
Ducker  is  an  easy  target  for  tacklers 
chasing  ball  carriers  out-of-bounds. 
"I've  had  some  close  calls  and  I've 
seen  people  knocked  down  all 
around  me,"  says  Ducker.  But  so  far 
he's  had  just  one  mishap — a  pants- 
leg  ripped  by  a  flying  cleat. 

"Sometimes  I  have  to  cut  off  the 
camera  and  run,  but  when  you're 
kneelingyou  either  have  to  brace  for 
the  collision  and  take  it  or  roll  over 
and  try  to  get  away  the  best  you 
can,"  he  says. 

To  make  matters  even  more  risky, 
his  camera's  wide  angle  lens  makes 
the  action  look  far  away  and  hinders 
his  judgment  of  when  to  bail  out. 

Not  all  the  hazards  of  filming  foot- 
ball come  from  players.  Ducker  has 
been  accosted  more  than  once  by 
unfriendly  state  troopers,  usually 
when  he's  filming  on  the  road.  "I 
have  to  be  very  careful,  especially  on 
the  road,  not  to  wear  my  orange,"  he 
says.  He  recalls  a  game  at  Wake 
Forest  when  he  was  filming  from 
their  sideline.  "I  got  excited  and 
carried  away  when  Clemson  made  a 
good  play.  The  next  thing  I  know  a 
Wake  Forest  coach  is  after  me  ready 
to  fight." 

Even  the  weather  can  work 
against  him.  "Rainy  days  give  me 
fits,"  he  says.  Like  weather  and 
sports,  filming  football  can  be  un- 
predictable. 

"I  was  having  a  bad  day  once  in 
Virginia.  Rain  was  coming  down  in 
sheets,  and  I  was  worried  about 
havingenough  footage  forthe  show. 


Then  this  play  started  on  our  own  20- 
yardline.  I  was  filming  from  the  other 
end  of  the  field. 

"The  rain  was  coming  down  and  I 
had  the  camera  in  tight  on  the  ball 
carrier,  and  the  play  kept  developing 
and  developing.  Then  I  realized  that 
this  is  the  one.  I  followed  him  all  the 
way  down  the  field  for  an  80-yard 
touchdown.  That  one  play  was  worth 
itall." 

It's  no  surprise  that  Ducker  says 
he  can't  enjoy  a  game  while  filming 
it.  So  every  Sunday  afternoon  he 
videotapes  the  TV  show  and  replays 
it  several  times,  critiquing  his  work 
and  savoring  the  better  moments. 

Capturing  big  plays  on  film  is  a 
game  of  chance,  a  fact  not  readily 
understood  by  many  fans,  says 
Ducker.  "I've  had  some  people  ask 
me  why  I  don't  just  film  the  big 
plays,"  he  says. 

In  addition  to  intuition  and  simple 
luck,  getting  the  big  plays  on  film 
requires  a  unique  skill  that  could 
make  a  less  resolute  soul  a  little 


schizophrenic.  Passplaysareagood 
example. 

As  the  pass  play  develops,  Ducker 
focuses  on  the  quarterback,  all  the 
while  keeping  his  uncovered  eye  on 
pass  receivers  as  they  make  their 
cuts  downfield.  When  the  quarter- 
backthrows,  Ducker  isbetterableto 
judge  the  ball's  direction  and  the 
area  of  the  field  to  which  he  should 
pan  his  camera.  "It  tends  to  make 
you  a  little  cross-eyed  after  awhile," 
he  says. 

Ducker  came  to  cinematography 
via  stints  with  the  Marine  Corps  and 
theGreenville  Newsasa  still  photog- 
rapher. He  moved  into  his  current 
role  after  coming  to  Clemson  in 
1971.  Though  he's  best  known  for 
his  work  with  Clemson  athletics, 
Ducker  also  uses  his  talents  in  vi- 
deotaping for  agricultural  extension 
and  other  areas  of  university  aca- 
demic life.  In  1981  he  won  two  major 
national  awards  for  his  work  from 
the  Council  for  the  Advancement 
and  Support  of  Education.

HOLIDAY  CHEESECAKE 


TOPPING/CRUST 

1-8  oz.  pkg.  cream  cheese 

V2  cup  margarine 

IV2  cups  flour 

FILLING 

3-8  oz.  pkgs.  cream  cheese 

1  cup  sugar 

2  Tbsp.  flour 

1  Tbsp.  lemon  juice 


1/4  cup  sugar 

1  tsp.  grated  lemon  rind 


2  tsp.  grated  lemon  rind 
4  eggs 

Pie  filling,  cherry  or  any 
desired  flavor 


Note — soften  all  cream  cheeses 
and  butter  before  beginning. 
TOPPING/CRUST 

Combine  1  pkg.  cream  cheese  and  margarine,  mix  well.  Add 
flour,  sugar,  rind  and  mix  well.  Form  intoa  ball;  chill  thoroughly. 
On  lightly  floured  surface  roll  1/4  cup  dough  to  Vs"  thickness.  Cut 
into  desired  holiday  shapes,  sprinkle  with  sugar.  Bake  in  375 
degree  F.  oven  for  8-10  minutes  or  until  edges  are  lightly 
browned.  Spread  2/3  of  the  remaining  dough  onto  bottom  of  9" 
springform  pan.  Bake  at  375  degrees  F.  for  25  minutes.  Press 
remaining  dough  around  sides  of  pan. 
FILLING 

Combine  cream  cheese,  sugar,  flour,  juice,  and  rind  mixing  at 
medium  speed.  Add  eggs  one  at  a  time,  mixing  well  after  each 
addition.  Pour  over  crust.  Bake  in  300  degrees  F.  oven  for  one 
hour  and  15  minutes.  Loosen  cake  from  rim  of  pan.  Cool  before 
removing  rim  of  pan.  Spoon  topping  (cherry  or  desired  flavor  of 
pie  filling)  over  cheesecake;  top  with  holiday  cut-outs.  Refriger- 
ate and  serve.

375  degree  F.  oven  for  15  minutes.  Cool. 
Sprinkle  a  towel  with  powdered  sugar.  Turn  cake  onto  towel. 
Peel  off  waxed  paper.  Roll  cake  and  towel  while  warm.  Refriger- 
ate to  cool  sightly. 

FILLING 

2-3  oz.  cream  cheese,  softened 

V2  cup  butter 

1  cup  powdered  sugar 

1  tsp.  vanilla 

Beat  mixture  until  it  is  creamy.  Unroll  the  cake  and  spread  with 
the  filling.  Reroll  cake  and  sprinkle  with  powdered  sugar.  Serve 
with  whipped  cream.  This  freezes  well.

The  Classic  Revisited 


By  Jeff  Rhodes 

The  Classics. 

The  very  name  brings  visions  of  the 
Notre  Dame-Michigan  State  game  in 
1966,  the  Texas-Arkansas  classic  of 
1969,  and  the  Oklahoma-Nebraska 
shoot  out  in  1971.  Tiger  fans  can  justi- 
fiably add  the  Maryland  game  of  1978  to 
that  list  of  epic  struggles. 

This  tilt  on  November  18  had  all  of  the 
ingredients  necessary  to  be  labeled  a 
"classic."  Both  teams  were  nationally 
ranked — Maryland  eleventh  and  Clem- 
son  twelfth.  Both  teams  had  one  loss — 
the  Tigers,  8-1,  had  fumbled  away  the 
game  to  Georgia,  12-0,  and  Maryland,  9- 
1,  had  bowed  to  number-one  ranked 
Penn  State,  27-3.  Both  teams  were 
statistical  leaders — Clemson  was  lead- 
ing the  ACC  in  1 1  team  and  four  individ- 
ual categories  and  was  ranked  second 
nationally  in  scoring  defense,  while 
Maryland  led  the  conference  in  six  team 
(including  total  offense  and  defense) 
and  two  individual  departments. 

The  most  important  ingredient  in 
this  game,  though,  was  the  fact  it 
was  for  the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference 
championship. 

The  week  before  the  game,  excitement 
rose  to  an  all-time  high.  The  Clemson 
ticket  office  was  swamped  with  orders 
for  tickets  that  no  longer  existed,  as 
tickets  had  already  been  sold  and  reor- 
dered three  times.  Maryland  announced 
an  additional  2,500  temporary  seats  had 
to  be  added,  and  seven  chartered  planes 
were  readied  to  take  the  Tiger  faithful  to 
College  Park. 

"I  imagine  that  very  few  students  had 
their  minds  on  classwork  that  week," 
said  AII-ACC  linebacker  Randy  Scott. 
"All  of  the  students  were  either  going  to 
the  game  or  were  going  to  watch  it  in 
Littlejohn  (on  closed-circuit  TV).  Every- 


body was  behind  us  and  they  even  had  a 
pep  rally  in  front  of  the  dorm.  As  the 
excitement  built,  we  knew  we  could  beat 
them,  but  it  would  be  a  fight." 

Defensive  tackle  Rich  Tuten  added, 
"We  had  17  seniors  that  had  started 
since  they  were  sophomores  and  those 
17  wanted  the  championship  badly." 

The  Clemson-Maryland  rivalry  had  be- 
gun in  1952  when  the  two  schools  were 
put  on  probation  by  the  Southern  Con- 
ference for  violating  the  conference  rule 
on  postseason  bowl  games.  The  27th 
renewal  of  the  rivalry  began  when  Ed 
Loncar's  kickoff  was  downed  in  the  end 
zone  by  Clemson's  Willie  Jordan. 

The  game  gave  early  indications  that 
it  would  be  a  defensive  struggle,  as  the 
Tigers'  first  three  drives  were  for  1,  14, 
and  4  yards.  Maryland's  first  two  posses- 
sions went  for  3  and  9  yards,  but  the 
Terrapins  got  untracked  on  the  third 
go-round. 

Facing  a  second  and  23  situation  at  the 
26,  Maryland  quarterback  Tim  O'Harehit 
wide  receiver  Dean  Richards  with  a  22- 
yard  pass  that  set  up  Alvin  Maddox's  run 
for  the  first  down  on  the  next  play.  Three 
O'Hare  passes  and  two  more  runs  by 
Maddox  moved  the  Terps  to  the  Tiger  3. 
Maddox  capped  the  61-yard  drive  with  a 
three-yard  touchdown  run  and  Loncar 
added  the  point  after. 

Using  a  combination  of  runs  by  Lester 
Brown,  Marvin  Sims,  and  Steve  Fuller, 
and  an  important  23-yard  reception  by 
Jerry  Butler,  the  Tigers  moved  to  the  Terp 
1.  On  fourth  down.  Fuller  took  it  over  for 
the  six  points.  Obed  Ariri  tacked  on  the 
point,  and  the  score  was  7-7. 

Neitherteam  mounted  another  serious 
offensive  charge  in  thefirst  half.  With  22 
seconds  left  in  the  second  stanza, 
though,  Neal  OIkewicz  rushed  through 
the  line  and  blocked  David  Sims'  punt 
attempt  and  Michael  Carney  covered  the

ball  for  the  score.  Loncar's  extra  point 
gave  the  home  team  a  14-7  lead  going 
into  the  locker  room. 

"Needless  to  say,  we  were  concerned 
at  the  half,"  said  Coach  Charley  Pell. 

After  an  exchange  of  punts,  Clemson 
tied  the  count  with  a  bomb.  Fuller  passed 
to  Butler  across  the  middle,  and  in  the 
immortal  words  of  Jim  Phillips,  the  radio 
voice  of  the  Tigers,  Butler  was  "off  to  the 
races."  Butler  finally  stopped  running  in 
the  end  zone  after  the  87-yard  pass- 
catch  touchdown  play. 

Maryland  wasted  little  time  in  return- 
ing the  lightning-quick  touchdown  play, 
however.  Senior  running  back  Steve 
Atkins  took  O'Hare's  handoff  from  his 
own  two  three  plays  after  the  Tigers 
scored,  and  he  did  not  stop  running  until 
he  reached  the  end  zone  98  yards  later. 
Loncar's  kick  put  Maryland  ahead  again, 
21-14. 

The  excitement  was  not  over  yet, 
though,  as  Marvin  Sims  ran  straight  at 
the  Terrapin  line  on  four  carries  to  help 
move  the  Tigers  from  their  1 1  to  the  38. 
Fuller  then  threw  to  flanker  Dwight  Clark 
on  the  same  pattern  Butler  had  run,  and 
62  yards  later  Clark  crossed  the  goal  line. 
Ariri  knotted  the  score  for  the  third  time 
that  day  at  21  apiece. 

After  an  exchange  of  punts,  Clemson 
started  its  last  scoring  drive  at  the  30. 
Fuller  engineered  a  70-yard  overland 
assault  that  ate  up  3:37  of  rapidly  dwin- 
dling time  in  the  fourth  quarter.  Lester 
Brown  went  the  final  five  yards  on 
Fuller's  pitch.  Ariri  kicked  the  final  extra 
point  of  the  day  and  the  Tigers  led  for  the 
first  time  at  28-21. 

Maryland  had  one  last  chance  and  the 
Terrapins  nearly  pulled  the  game  out. 
O'Hare  passed  and  Atkins  ran  and  the 
Terps  moved  from  their  3 1  to  the  Tiger  6. 
Dean  Richards  tried  an  option  pass,  but 
he  was  sacked  for  a  loss  of  11  yards  by 
Bubba  Brown.  With  a  fourth  and  17, 
Loncar  kicked  a  35-yard  field  goal  and 
the  score  stood  at  28-24  Tigers  with  1 : 56 
to  play. 

"A  lot  of  people  probably  asked  why  we 
kicked  the  field  goal,"  said  Maryland 
coach  Jerry  Claiborne.  "We  thought  that 
to  make  20  yards  in  one  play,  our  chances 
were  slim  and  if  we  scored,  we'd  have  to 
go  for  two.  So,  we  thought  we'd  go  for  the 
field  goal  and  try  to  get  the  ball  back  on 
the  onside  kick." 

Anthony  Rose  covered  the  onside  kick 
to  end  the  Maryland  threat,  and  Fuller  & 
Company  ran  out  the  clock  to  wrap  up 
the  win. 

After  the  game,  the  Tigers  accepted 
the  invitation  for  a  return  trip  to  the  Gator 
Bowland  theTerrapinsaccepteda  bid  to 
the  Sun  Bowl.
